Mem unfamiliar, with the old, forgotten 
maxim which adjures us to cut our coat ac 
cording to the cloth. It must have been re- 
called, however, at a recent meeting of 
schoolmen in Athens, O., where the educa- 
tor* formulated a plan for changing the ad- 
ministrative set-up in order to provide a 
more efficient school system for the state. 


The carrying-out of this plan, which would 


involve sweeping changes, particularly in 
rural districts, would not involve a drive for 
more money. This remarkable fact was 
brought out by the statement that more 
education for Ohio's school children would 
b« provided for the same amount of money 
now being spent annually on schools. 


This statement me'rlts attention. In a clay 


when everybody wants more money for ev- 
erything, it is astonishing to find a group of 
administrators who 
calmly 
contemplate 


changes and improvements which can be 
Achieved by1 staying within the financial 
limits which bind them. 


Public funds are often considered by their 


UIKT* to have unlimited elasticity. Budget 
systems, which have proved to be the finan- 
cial salvation of many private individuals, 
Heem to have a different meaning to the dis- 
bursers of the tax money. The example set 
by these Ohio administrators might profit- 
ably be followed elsewhere, and taken note 
of in Washington. 


HITTING THE JACKPOT 


The radio jackpot, If the Federal Com- 


munications Commission means what it says, 
is about to be "hit" with finality. The com- 
mission has moved to put a stop to all give- 
away programs which arc based on lot or 
chance. That takes care of most of them. 


While the F.C.C. announced its intention 


in the shape of a new set of rules, it is not 
bringing forth anything new in the way of 
regulations, nor is it creating arbitrary pol- 
icy-. Lotteries are prohibited in the com- 
munications act; the same kind of prohibi- 
tion applies to newspapers, magazines and 
other matter sent through the mails. The 
F.C.C. has shown admirable restraint in is- 
ming a warning and giving the radio stations 
• few week* to clear their osvn air before 
putting its new rules into effect. 


No doubt the commission's move will 


arouse some resentment among avid follow- 
ers of the give-away programs, who hope 
any day to tie into one of the Juicy jackpots. 


But thoughtful listeners will welcome the 


reform, regretting only that It was neces- 
Mry for a government agency to make It.

about high prices. But it will take much 
spread and much sharp-eyed planning to 
make the boycott anything but a balm for 


I outraged feelings. 


To have any appreciable effect on meat 


prices, boycott would have to cover a large 
enough area to reduce the total demand for 
meat. As long as the over-all demand is no 
smaller than the supply, high-priced meat 
will go where there is a market for it, and 
| the price level will not drop. 


If a boycott should become strong enough 


to force meat prices down, then planning 
would come into the picture. The housewife 
boycotting meat would have to substitute for 
it foods in surplus supply. Otherwise demand 
would draw the prices of substitutes upward 
as meat prices were driven downward, and 
the net gain on the cost of living would be 
zero. 


We are attracted by the idea of an army 


of housewives attacking the high price of 
food. But a very smart general is needed to 
make it work.

I he union determines what is on efficient operation. 
But the union docs not pay .the bill. 
Have you recently bought an automobile? Was 


It slapped together so that you had plentiful re- 
pairs during the first five hundred miles? True, 
you arc guaranteed and the company tends you 
u chock to cover repairs;, But what about your 
lime? What about being stuck on the road, miles 
from nowhere,* with a car that is absolutely new 
but has a broken carburetor or an air purifier with 
the top loose or one of a thousand other defects?

PRESERVING THE TEETH 


As a medical student I thought that if I ever 


could have the opportunity I would like to work 
out an "all round" food that could be carried in 
a pocket anywhere. 
This was before the dis- 
covery of vitamins. It is known that some races 
or tribes live practically on meat alone and others 
on vegetables and fruits only, although it is ad- 
mitted that some tribes who' are vegetarians often 
•at eggs, which contain proteins similar to those 
in meut. 


What about foods and the teeth? 
"In their desire to clothe their research .in 


greater respectability, many students confine their 
Investigations to the chemistry of food searching 
for a magic formula which would be a cure for all 
.dental Ills." I am quoting Dr. Meyer Klatsky, 
New York, N. Y., in the Journal of the American 
Dental Association" in an article, "Studies in the 
Dietaries' ot Contemporary Primitive Peoples." 


Before discussing diets of primitive peoples, 


Dr. Klat.sky suggests that we learn what consti- 
tutes an adequate diet for a normal human being. 


From the standpoint of nutrition, an adequate 


diet is one which supplies the body with all the 
food elements required for. the growth and repair 
of tissues and provides enough heat and energy for 
all the needs of the working processes of the body. 


The necessary foods are: 1. Protein-building 


substances found in meat fish, eggs, cereals, 
2. 


Carbohydrates—the starches and sugars that sup* 
ply heat and energy to the body. 3. Fats—But- 
ter, cream, fat meats, nuts, (the most concentrat- 
ed form of energy). 4. Mineral salts—Iron, cal- 
cium phosphorus and others. 


These substances, found in all body cells and 
fluids, are necessary for^the proper working of the 
body processes. They also are. required for the 
building of bones and teeth. 5. Vitamins—chemi- 
cal substances whose main function is to "har- 
monize," or cause the various cells and processes 
of the body to work well together. 6. Water— 
dissolves substances and enters into formation of 
all colls. 


As we look at the above list of foods, we know 


that we cat all of the six classes. 
However, a 
common mistake from the standpoint of general 
health, and particularly the teeth, is that we do 
not oat enough of the minerals and vitamins, as 
found in dairy products—milk, cream, butter, 
cheese—and green vegetables,

Man With Nomination in Mind Handled Evidence Presorted 


to Federal Grand Jury 
Bj DAVID LAWRENCE ' 


Washington, Aug. 11—Now it 


comes out—a man high' up in the 
Truman administration with an 
eye on a political .nomination 
handled the presentation of evi- 
dence to th« New York federal 
grand jury which failed'to'indict 
any of the persons alleged to have 
been part of the Communist "spy, 
ring." 


It was Assistant. Attorney Gen- 


eral T. Vincent' Qulnn, who, it is 
officially announced, now is go- 
ing to accept the Democratic 
nomination for Congress from the 
fifth district in New, York city. 
For more than a year Mr. 
Quinn has been in charge o£ the 
Department of Justice's case be- 
fore the federal grand jury. While 
12 persons were 'indicted who 
were Communist members, no- 
body touching the Democratic ad- 
ministration in .Washington was 
indicted, despite all the, revela- 
tions of evidence before congres- 
sional committees in the last ten 
days. 


Did Mr. Quinn present the case 
in such a way that the grand jury 
was- not persuaded to indict? Did 
he present the case aggressively, 
and request indictments and do 
in every way a creditable job? 


Assuming 
that 
Mr. 
Quinn 


handled the task,as well as any- 
body could and without any idea 
ot whitewashing the Democratic 
administration in a political-cam- 
paign year, the question still n|ay 
be asked: What was lacking in 
the evidence or with the laws 
that require proof? 


Can virtual disloyalty be prac- 


ticed in America and yet no laws 
of the land .be violated? If .so, 
then 
congressional 
committees 


have every right to ask for every 
piece of evidence and all the 
transcripts of the testimony be- 
fore the jury in order to deter- 
mine whether further legislation 
is needed* That is the basic pur- 
pose of an investigating commit- 
tee, though every now and then, 
as in the hearings as to Gen. Ben- 
nett Meyers, some evidence crops 
up in a congressionaMiearing that 
leads the Department of Justice 
to institute an indictment. 
The American people will not 


like to believe that political prej- 


udice had anything to do with the 
presentation of the evidence to 
the New York grand. jury. It 
would have been better—and stilt 
would be—for the administration 
therefore to furnish every scrap 
of information bearing on the 
case, if only to disprove any of 
, the political implications which 
now will be read into the episode. 


The whole tenor of President 
Truman's attack, on the Congres- 
sional 
committees investigating 
disloyalty was that the inquiry 
"serves no useful purpose." 
He 


added: 


"The Federal Grand Jury found 
this information 
insufficient 
to 


justify indictment of the federal 
employes involved." 
Already 
the 
administration 
apologists are using the fact that 
the grand jury didn't indict as a 
means of disparaging what 
the 
Congressional committees have 
learned 
through 
self-contested 


spies. Will not this lead to a re- 
tort from the Republicans con- 
cerning the nature of the case pre- 
sented to the grand jury by a per- 
son now active in politics? 


The best way out of the mess 
is for the administration to au- 
thorize the F.B.I, to make a com- 
plete statement of the case and 
it* reasons for believeing that the 
evidence was insufficient, if in- 
deed it was. A Congressional com- 
mittee likewise should have ac- 
cess to all facts'bearing on admin- 
istrative laxity. 


To keep everything secret, on 
the other hand, is to raise con- 
siderable suspicion. Mr. Quinn is 
now swfree agent. Presumably he 
can discuss the case and argue 
that he didn't find the evidence 
sufficient or else .that he failed to 
persuade the jury and that he 
himself thought the evidence suf- 
ficient. 


It would be interesting to have 


Mr. Quinn's version before a Con- 
gressional committee. It will be 
argued from a technical basis that 
it is improper to disclose what 
steps are being taken or must be 
taken to assure their security. In 
such an emergency, testimony be- 
fore a Congressional committee af- 
fords a means of clearing up a 
problem that is a source of gen- 
uine worry to the public.

Vaccinated Dogs 
Not to Run Loose 
Woodstock, 
Aug. 10 — Dave 


Meyer, dog warden, Town of 
Woodstock, is covering about 50 
miles daily in answer to calls 
about dogs running loose. Meyer 
requests that dog owners obey the 
laws of the rabies quarantine 
which is expected to continue un- 
til some time in October. 


Section 25. Article 3 of the New 
York State Rabies Law states that 
"during any such quarantine, any 
duly appointed dog warden or any 
peace officer shallj and any other 
person may seize and confine or 
kill any dog found at large In vio- 
lation of this lection. The person 
confining or killing under the pro- 
visions of this section, shall imme- 
diately report in writing, the fact 
relating thereto to the local health 
officer. Such persons shall not be 
held liable for damages .for killing 
a dog found in violation of this 
section providing that the facts 
relating thereto have been report- 
ed to the health officer as herein 
required." 
Meyer stated that some dog 
owners were under the'impression 
that when their pets had been in- 
oculated, they could run loose, 
and said emphatically this, is not 
so and all dogs must be confined 
to the owners' premises until the 
quarantine Is lifted.

HAY FEVER 


i Those who think lliat a 
hay 


fever victim's attack of sneezing 
is a cue for smiles arc 'ill-advised. 


Hay fever is no laughing matter. 


In addition to the uncontrollable 
sneezing, burning throat, running 
nose and weeping eyes, the suf- 
ferer may have his general health 
undermined through loss of sleep 
nnd appetite. 
Hay fever can also 


load to infection of the sinuses, 
throat and bronchial tubes and is 
s o m e t i m e s 
accompanied 
by 
asthma. 


Hay fever is an allergy, or sen- 


sitivity, to pollen, dust or other 
substances which affects the eyes 
land nasal passages, 
] 
The allergy known as perennial 


hay fever, which can strike at any 
time of the year, is sensitivity to 
house dust, animal hair, feathers 
or certain foods. 
Seasonal hay 


fever is'caused by certain pollens 
in the air. As its name implies, it 
comes during the'season when the 
plant which causes it is in bloom. 
Spring hay fever, caused by pollen 
from certain trees, is prevalent 
during April, May and June. Sum- 
mer hay fever, coming* with the 
spread of pollen from such grasses 
as timothy and rcdtop, starts at 
the end of May and continues un- 
til the middle of July. 
The most widespread type of 


hay fever is caused by ragweed 
pollen.* Known as fall hay fever, 
it lasts from about the middle of 
August to the time of the first 
frost in fall. 


Hay fever is serious enough to 


call for medical treatment. 
Its 


victim should consult his family 
doctor for relief. The doctor may 
prescribe treatment or he may 
send the patient to an allergy spe- 
cialist. 


By a series of allergy tests, the 


doctor may discover what sub- 
stance is causing the hay fever 
and then prescribe specific reme- 
dies that may partially or com- 


pletely cure the sufferer's sensi- 
tivity. ., 


There are vaccines that prevent 


or make milder certain types of 
hay fever, and the doctor may 
recommend a series of injections 
with one of them during 
the 


months before the hay fever sea- 
son begins. Injections during the 
attack may also bring relief. Re- 
moving pollen from the air, par- 
ticularly in the sufferer's sleep- 
ing room, is another form of 
treatment. 
For this the doctor 


may advise an air filter, perhaps 
in an air-conditioning unit, or an 
electric pollen remover. 
Or he 


may suggest a filter mask or 
small filter which can be worn in 
the nosel 
Th#re are also medicines and 


drugs used in treating hay fever. 
These drugs, of course, should 
never be used except under medi- 
cal advice. Those who are using 
old prescriptions to relieve hay 
fever should ask the doctor about 
some of the improved remedies 


which have been discovered more 
recently.

"Records will establish that this

numerous milk dealers. The city's 
method of competitive bidding for 
city institutions cannot but .in- 
sure, the most vigorous competi- 
tion." 


Sheffield 
and the 
Dairymen's 
League had no immediate reply 
to the prober's statement, which 
was given to newsmen at the end 
of the second day of his formal 
inquiry into rising milk prices.

Murtagh said 37 city institu- 


tions arc involved in the bidding, 
and that collusion at least as' far 
back as 1940 is suspected. 


Reporting- a 
possibility that 
Federal and State Anti-Trust laws 
have been violated, Murtagh said 
he would turn his information 
over to both U. S. and state au- 
thorities.
